16, 1758. He entered Yale College in 1774, and graduating four years after, com- 
menced the study of law, earning his support by school-teaching. In 1783, he 
issued the first Spelling Book published in the United States; he was the author 
of an English Grammar, a History of the United States, and some minor treatises; 
but the great achievement of his life, that which will perpetuate his name, was his 
American Dictionary of the English Language, which is now known as “ Webster’s 
American Quarto, Unabridged.” He was connected with the newspaper press in 
New York in 1793, subsequently he resided in Amherst, Massachusetts, and finally 
settled in New Haren, Connecticut, representing the two latter places in the state 
legislatures several years. Dr. Webster died after a short illness on the 28th of 
May, 1843, in the eighty-fifth year of his age. He will long be remembered by 
many as the youthful soldier, the. thoughtful politician, the laborious lexicogra- 
pher, and the Christian moralist “ Who taught millions to read hut not one to sin.”

tis Construetion and “Arrangement defined. . 


Tim first lesson is the Alphabet Ilustrated. ‘This lesson a child 
will soon learn. Then follow the small letters of the Alphabet, and 
then the large and small letters are‘intermixed as a test exercise after 
they have been-learned in their regular order.. Then follow the nine 
very useful figures by which all calewlations are made; and then upon 
turning over, we find some words composed of two letters arranged 
in order for spelling, and upon the opposite page the same words ar- 
ranged in short sentences for reading. Then we come:to words of 
three letters arranged in alphabetical order for spelling and reading. 
A very pretty arrangement indeed, and one by which the ehild must 
learn very rapidly. We then come to words of four letters, followed 
by words of five letters ; these are so arranged that by spelling the first 
word at the head of sad column all. the words in the same column 
may be readily spelled. But what good will it do a child if he.can 
spell the words and does not. know their meaning, nor how-to apply 
them? Ah! Isee. The meaning and the application of these words 
are given inthe reading lesson; a capital idea, and one that must 
prove of decided advantage to the young learner. . Bach definition 
thus given should be more fully explained by the parent or teacher, 
by some happy illustration, which will tend to fasten it more firmly 
in the mind of the pupil. Or as the poet: Tupper beautifully says :—
